Jones, one of the represenatives of the 
Woodruff interests. 

Several months ago G. 
purchased the property on  Rallroad 
street, of which No. !6 is a part, from 
the Morris estate with the object tn view 
of erecting there an ice factory. 

Helen Chapman claimed to have a two- 
year lease on the property, and refused 
to remove from the property. ‘The pur- 
chasers claimed that by the provisions of 
the lease, she had, in subrenting to an- 
Other tenant, violated the lease, and 
made herself subject to ejection. 

An injunction was taken out against 
her to prevent her from entering into 
possession of the property she had under 
lease. This case was fought out in court 
Friday. and Saturday, and yesterday 
morning the case was finally taken out 
of the jurisdiction of the superior court 
by the action of plaintiffs in asking that 
ther be allowed to withdraw said in- 
junction, paying the costs of the pro- 
ceedings.

They responded and upon ar- 
riving on the scene F. M. Hughes an- 
nounced that he was going into the house 
and that any one so desiring could make 
& case against him, The one policeman 
present had no orders to do so and 
Hughes entered the house, putting J. A. 
Hughes in possession. - 

Macks and Hughes then proceeded to 
take out warrants against J. C. Gentry 
and Ernest Woodruff, charging forcible 
entry and detainer, Bond was given and 
shortly after J, A. Hughes was arrested 
on a warrant sworn out by the other side, 
charging him with criminal! trespass. 

Bond was given in this case and shortly 
afterwards Hughes was rearrested, 
charged this time with forcibly entry and 
detainer. He was forced to remain fn jail 
for three or four hours before bond could 
be procured for him, 

As the result of the discussion in front 
of No. !16 Railroad street during the 
afternoon both F. M. Hughes and R. P. 
Jones were arrested by the police and 
disorderly conduct cases booked against 
them 
Let night when J. A. Hughes was 
finally bonded out of jail he went back 
to No, 16 Railroad street and found that 
the keys he had would not untock the 
door. Morris Macks, one of the attorneys 
for Helen Chapman, stated that there 
were two men in the house and that he 
intended to get out warrants against 
both of them,

The yields from some of the land thus 
improved have been two bales of cotton 
per acre, 40 bushels of wheat, and 70 
bushels of corn.

After many years of experiments with 
labor, both free and penal, Mr. Smith 
gives it as his experience that free white 
labor is preferable to aH. Beeause it is 
more ifntelligent, feels greater respons!- 
bility, is more punctual and withal well 
enough paid to afford a decent and com- 
fortable existence. “If a negro gets 
enough and more ‘to live upon,” says 
he, “he soon gets a horse and buggy, 
then a pistol and a quart of whis«y, and 
quita the farm at once, and goes along 
in Hfe. if not imprisoned, only hitting 
the ground in high places.’ 

Race Question To Solve Itself. 

Mr. Smith contends further that edu- 
cation impairs the negro’s usefulness as 
a laborer, aside from its bad effect 
upon him as a social being, instilling the 
principle of social and political equality 
in him; and disrupting the pleasant ex- 
isting relations between him and the 
whites. For this reason he is one of 
the strongest advocates of the proposi- 
tion to divide the school funds among 
the whites and blacks tn proportion to 
the amount of taxes paid by each. He 
has reached this decision as the best 
solution of the question after 30 years’ 
experience with the negro, and expresses 
some of the best logic to support his 
position In the matten 

“Never mind at all about what will 
pecome of the negro,’ he is in the habit 
of saying when talking on this sub- 
ject “Everything will work out all- 
right for the whites and blacks, if time 
enough is given. The colored people 
be distributed throughout the en- 
the United States, never in sufficient 
numbers to become a majority in any 
community, and then get thoublesome;

No man in Georgia 
ever donned the legal ermine with more 
pronounced fidelity. On the bench, his 
legal decisions were never rendered with- 
Out careful research and que delibera-. 
tion. His own view was always sup- 
ported by sound authority, thereby iI- 
lustrating his marvelous power for phy- 
sical endurance and mental] work. Soon 
after resuming his practice, he was re- 
warded by a large clientage of civil busi- 
ness. Ho never seemed fond of the crim. 
inal branch of law. 

Friend of Y. M. L. A. Movement. 

In its earlier days, Judge Clarke was a 
Strong friend of the Young Men's Library 
Assoctation. He was always the pro- 
moter of culture and intellectual develop- 
ment. No enterprise of such nature ever 
failed to meet his indorsement or receive 
his most hearty cooperation. For many 
years he was director of this institution 
and gave it much of his time and at- 
tention. 

Judge Clarke joined the Baptist church 
when quite young, and up to the day of 
his death, which occurred tn his fiftieth 
year, in !900, he was an active, con- 
sistent and efficient member. His mem. 
bership for thirty years was at the Sec- 
ond Baptist church of Atlanta. Here he 
always worked for the godd of religion. 
He added in a most remarkable degree 
to the attainments of the scholar. sim- 
plicity of the Christian réligion. 

Judge Clarke had an older brother, 
Hon. John T. Clarke, judge of the Pat- 
aula circuit, whose brilliant @areer was 
cut short by an unfortunate railroad 
accident. This brother also possessed to 
& remarkable degree the same high and 
conspicuous order of intellect and judicial 
attainments that characterized this re- 
markable Clarke famil~«.

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FIRST CLASS IN SKEETEROLOGY CALLED 
TO ORDER BY ATLANTA BOARD OF HEALTH 


6-26-28 


The war upon mosquitoes that are to 
be hatched next summer has already 
commenced. It began with the reading 
of a paper during the session last Fri- 
day of the city board health, Dr. 
Cc. F. Benson pfesident; by Dr. Claude 
A. Smith the city bacteriologist and 


chemist. 

The paper is startling In the extrome 
and will be read with intense interest 
by those who ate concerned about the 
mosquito question which so closely 
allied to matters of health in this sec- 
tion of the country. 

The health board has started its cam- 
paign against the mosquitoes in a man 
‘ner that has never before been under- 


taken. ‘The board proposes to educate 
the residents of Atlanta on the mos- 
quito question, to let the people know all 
ebout the manner of the hatching of 
mosquitoes and to thereby place the 
people in a position to aid the health 
authorities of the city when the time ar- 
rives for making the fight. 

The health board will issue either a 
monthly or a bi-weekly bulletin in which 
it will give advice to residents of At- 
Janta not only about mosquitoes, Dut 
ebout other health matters. 

Dr. Smith Finds Stegomyia. 

Dr. Claude A. Smith, who has charge 
of the bacteriological work of the city 
and who is one of the most distinguished 
physicians in his line of work in this 
section of the country, has just com- 
pleted for the Atlanta board of health 
an exhaustive study of mosquito condi- 
tions in Atlanta. He placed the results 
of his investigations upon paper and 
read his statement to the board of 
health last Friday evening. The board 
thanked Dr. Smith for his work. 

He discovered that there are three 
kinds of -mosquitoes that breed in At- 
lanta and the deadly stegomyia fasciata, 
which spreads yellow fever, is one of 
them. .

Conditions Favorable to Study. 

The full text of Dr. Smith’s paper is 
as follows: 

‘To the Honorable Board of Health: In 
response to your request we have made 
an investigation of the conditions fa- 
vorable to the development of the differ- 
ent varieties of mosquitoes in Atlanta, so 
that the contemplated ordinances might 
be sufficiently comprehensive in their 
scope as to eradicate all mosquitoes. 

“At the time this matter was presented 
to your board the conditions were favor- 
able for the study of this matter, but im- 
mediately after it was taken up one 
source of development of the mosquito 
was removed by a succession of heavy 
rain storms, which cleaned out one of the 
principal breeding places, {1 e., the catch 
basins on the street corners. 

“However, as we had previously in- 
vestigated the matter from this stand- 
point, our results were not affected by 
this interference with our plans. In this 
work we have endeavored to 
every possible breeding place for 
mosquito, and to suggest methods where- 
by the city might be entirely freed of 
mosquitoes of every description. 

“From these investigations we are pre. 
that there are three va-

“As is well known, stagnant water is 
necessary for the breeding of mosqut- 
toes. In the past there has been a more 
or less common belief that mosyuitoes 
were able to breed among dense vines or 
places which were simply damp. Mos- 
quitoes develop only in water and this 
water must be stagnant and contain suf- 
ficient organic material to furnish nour. 
ishment for the young wigglers, or lar- 
vae, 
“In building the sewer system of the 
city we have prepared idea} breeding 
Places for certain mosquitoes, in the 
establishment of the catch basins on the 
Street corners. These catch basins con- 
tinually contain water with a consider- 
able amount of organic matter which has 
washed into them from off the 


| Streets, During the warm summer months 
| the culex mosquito lays Its eggs in these 


basins and if there is .very little rain 
develop without being disturbed.

flat bottoms, which are paved with rough 
stone, and little pools are found here 
and there, which are not disturbed by 
the running water, and in these pools 
the mosquitoes develop undisturbed. 

“While it is undouDtedly true that the 
greater number of the mosquitoes breed 
in the ecatch-basins and sewers, yet if we 
simply eliminated these breeding places, 
we would not rid the city of mosquitoes. 

Some Unique Breeding Places. 

“Upon investigating the susroundings 
of dwellings, we have found that peo- 
ple often harbor breeding places without 
being aware of it. As an illustration,

“From the time of the laying of the 
eggs of the common mosquito to the 
hatching of the full grown mosquito, a 
period of only ten days must elapse dur- 
ing warm weather, and a 
longer time during cooler weather. 

‘““As evidence that the catch-basing are 
the most prolific source of our supply of 
mosquitoes, in addition to finding the 
Water in these basins Swarming with 
thousands of the wigglers, we have also 
observed during the past four or five 
years that when we have heavy wash- 


ing rains about every two weeks through- | 


out the summer, we find almost no lar- 
vae in the basins, and we have very 
few mosquitoes. The number of mos- 
quitoes has almost invariably been in 
inverse proportion to the frequency and 
severity of the rainstorms.

May Rid City Entirely of Pest. 

“After studying these various cOndi- 
tions favorable to the development of 
the mosquito, the question naturally 
arises: Is it possible to prevent 
development?

plan is to cover the surface of the water 
with kerosene oll. 

“To be certain that all the water is 
covered by the oil, it is necessary to 
bear in mind the construction of these 
catch basins. The accompanying diagram 
shows that the arm which carried the 
water from the basin Into the sewer is 
separated from the opening which con- 
nects with the streét by a partition 9 
inches in depth and f2 inches [In width. 
To cover with oi] the surface of the wa- 
ter beyond this partition, it will be nec- 
essary to employ a pipe or tube with 
a curved extremity which will project 
beyond this partition, so as to empty the 
oil into the water nearest the sewer. It 
is of the utmost importance that this 
work be assigned to-a reliable man, who 
will carry. out the work thoroughly. so 
there will be no doubt that the water 
will bé completely covered by the oil. 

“As the mosquito. goes through its 
period of development about every ten or 
twelve days, these basins should, there- 
fore, be “inspected, At least, every: two 
weeks, to be sure that the water is cov. 
ere@ with: ofl. After some experience 
with this method, we shall prObably find 
that during. certain seasons of the sum- 
mer it .will not- be necessary to have 
them inspected sv often, but in the be- 
ginning we can not afford to allow them 
to go a longer period if we would be 
sure of good results. The oO] should 
always be replenfshed after every heavy 
rainfall, as this, of course, removes al! 
the oil from the basins. 


Stock Ponds with Fish. 


“In addition to this all bodies of water 
about the city, such as in the parks, 
should be kept stocked with fish, which 
are known to feed upon the larvae of 
mosquitoes, and if there should 
be any small pools of marshy land 
which cannot be permagpently drained 
they should he covered with oil. 

“The question as to when we should 
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begin to use these methods to prevent 
the ‘development of the mosqujto, in- 
volves the consideration of the origin of 
the mosquito, that is from whence it 
comes. None’ are seen during the win- 
ter months. In studying 
the subject we found that in some of cur 
perature throughout the winter a few 
mosquitoes will sometimes be found. 
In some dark corner, or closet, where 
the temperature is never extremely %ow, 
they will lie dormant unth the warm 
spring weather arrives, when they will 
fly out and seek some favorable 909! 
upon which to deposit their eggs. If this 
Pool is not disturbed so as to interfere 
with the development of the wigglers, a 
brood @f @everal hundred mosquitoes 
may appear in a short time and spread 
about the neighborhood. Thus they 
gain a footho®%!’, and if conditions con- 
tinue favorable, they multiply with 
great rapidity 
Stegomyia Lives All Winter. 

‘We have found that the -stegomyia 
fasciata, or yellow fever mosquito, 
which {s quickly kilf%ed by cold weather, 
will live in some of our buildings through- 
out the rmwinter. 

‘In regard to this yellow fever 
quito, we would say that we are 
vineced from our investigations. that nat- 
would not be found in this 
neighborhood if it were not. for the rail- 
wavs, which undoubtedly bring a few 
of them into the city each summer, and 
in the few 
which we have unthinkingly 
prepared for them. The number of m0s- 
quitoes brought to the city in this way 
is, of course, few, ay during the past 
five vears this mosquito has not been 
found in abundance, but only fn scat- 
tered places, where it happens to find 
the conditions favorable to its develop- 
ment. We have not found it in the 
eatch basins, as it seeks cleaner water 
than is to be found there. It is a com- 
paratively easy matter to exterminate 
this mosquito’ and in the future to pre- 
vent its development in the city. 

‘We find then that the crop of mos- 
quitoes which we have every summer “é- 
sults from the few which hibernate tn 
favorable places about the city. ani 
from the few which are brought in from 
the nearby cities In the raflway trains. 

“Therefore, to prevent the development 
of these few mosquitoes inte. countless 
thousands. it is necessary that we should 
begin the use of the oil before the warm 
spring days set in, and hefore these mos- 
quitoes Rave an opportunity of finding 
favorable breeding places. After 
have once obtained a foothold it is muh 
more difficult to prevent their develop- 
ment. The work once begun 
carried out with unceasing vigilance. 

“The work may be summed up as fo!- 
lows: 

“The mosquitoes breed in the catch 
basins, in‘a few of the sawer trunks, n 
pools about the mouths of the sewers, in 
ponds about the city, fh old vessels !v- 
ing about the yards, in wells, and in 
tanks and cisterns about houses an?

TURNING STATE’S EVIDENCE. 

Whatever may have been the cause and whatever may be the 
result of the unfortunate controversy now waging in the courts be- 
‘ween the stockholders of our afternoon contemporary, The Atlanta 
News, the situation is to be sincerely regretted by the friends of 
ihe newspaper. 

While the press of the state seerhs divided as to the onus of re- 
sponsibility for the unfortunate condition in which our contemporary 
has been plunged, expressions of sincere regret and cordial sympathy 
for the News have been spontaneous and unanimous with 
the Georgia newspapers, with the expected and notable exception of 
its rival in the afternoon field, The Atlanta Journal. 

The allegations disclosed by the charges and countercharges in 
the case of The News have awakened reminiscent echoes in the 
archives of The Journal, where its files have reposed through various 
phases of ownership, corporate and otherwise. . 

The charges that one of The News’ stockholders and officers 
conducted financial negotiations with Mr. Samuel Spencer, president 
of the Southern Railway, in which the stock of the newspaper fig- 
ured, wrings the dormant conscience of The Journal into action, as 
the tuning fork awakens the vibration of the responsive note upon 
‘he fiddle string. 


The public is familiar with the story of another visit 
to Wall street by another newspaper stockholder and of- 
ficial,—then the owner and editor of the Atlanta Journal. 
By a strange coincidence that editor also sought the same 
source for succor,—Mr. Samuel Spencer, president of the

Following this remarkable demonstration of the relation. of 
cause to effect, The Journal slyly prods its unfortunate neighbor for 
the publicity with which its transactions have been attended, and, 
with the wisdom of one who has weighed the worth of a wiser way, 
cays: 

“Others have been smart enough to conceal such transactions from 
the public and have been successful enough to use their newspapers in the 
most effective manner against the interests of the public.’

There are, they think, many 
evidences that the Middle Kingdom 
is waking, and in such awakening 
they see a day when China will 
make her own cotton goods, even if 
She does not, because of her cheaper 
labor, in time invade the American 
market. 

That time must, however, be in the 
pretty far future. What cotton manu- 
facturers and others whose goods gO 
into China, or should go there. are 
most interested in, is the market of 
the present and the immediate fy. 
ture. 

The Chinese government contends 
that the anti-American feeling is duc 
primarily to the unjust discrimina- 
tions of our exclusion laws against 
the high class Chinamen, and all the 
testimony we have heretofore had 
concerning this movement has seem- 
ed to bear out that idea. Instead of 
Canton, Shanghai has been the head- 
quarters of the boycott movement, 
and Shanghai has no interest in in- 
creasing the number of coolies in this 
country. These come from Canton 
province; and it is doubtless true 
that the guilds and officials at Can- 
ton are anxious to see the American 
doors opened to more coolie labor, as 
the more coolies who come here, the 
greater is the amount of American 
money sent back to Canton each year, 

No matter, however, which theory 
of the cause of the boycott is the 
correct one, the fact remains that the 
boycott is on. In the present state of 
American feeling, there is not the re- 
motest possibility of the door being 
opened to the introduction of more 
coolie labor and if this is an import- 
ant element in-the situation, as Sen- 
ators Dubois and Newlands believe, 


TRAINING SOUTHERN BOYS FOR THE NEW ERA, 


It has become a popular custom with captains of commerce, prominent 
educators, statesmen, lecturers and writers on industrial topics to refer to 
the southern portion of the United States as barely entering the first chap- 
ter of its material development. We point with loving and pardonable con- 
ceit to the bravery and resource with which the gouth met and subjugated 
the hard conditions attending and following the memorable period of re- 
construction. That stage is not so far distant as to have lost any of the 
poignancy of recollection built around the task of wresting bread and meat 
from poverty: and the details of our emergence from the humiliation, the 
despair and the paralysis which settled upon every phase of our sectional 
system are vivid in the minds of a great many thousand southerners en- 
joying today the blessings of a universal prosperity. 

We remember, too, with a sense of grim reality, the burden of those 
later years wherein the wracking labor of the southern farmer and the 
southern business man was met with low prices and inadequate compensa- 
tion. Little of the reminiscent faculty is required to recall the era of debt 
and mortgages; the day of living from hand to mouth; when luxuries were 
for a limited few an@ actual necessities the hardly-bought portion of the 
many. 

There is a different tale to be told today. 

Every state in the south is in the midst of a material abundance un 
precedented in its history, Each industry, irrespective of locality or of de- 
scription, teels the vital impulses of prosperity and development. Hamlets 
have become villages, villages have grown into towns, and towns have taken , 
on the strenuous livery of cities. Lands that laid idle in the riot of nature 
have been brought under the productive regime of the plow and the har- 
row and the harvester. Hillsides and levels that held in trust their native 
riches of gold and coal and granite and marble and iron, have felt the in 
trusion of the drill and the pickaxe and given up their treasures to swell 
the totals of southern wealth. In the broad wake of the farmer and ths 
miner has come the manufacturer, increasing his endeavors and their va- 
riety until the purr of the loom and the spindle, the blast of the furnace, 
the clangor of the foundry and the myriad tongues of+the other mechanica! 
servants of Man are welcome and familiar music in every southern com- 
munity. 

Population has increased with even stride. Those unemotional barome- 
ters of industry and commerce—banks, state and national—have multiplied 
in numbers and increased in stability until the south stands before the na- 
tion and the world: a latterday marvel of achievement which, in its every 
aetall, prophesies the broader scope of the, future. 

the southern people have won this victory over cruelly adverse cir- 
cumstances and wrought the startling advancement of the last forty years 
thiough a combination of courage, self-reliance and intelligence. They have 
tested their own mettle and they have acquired a definite knowledge of the 
possibilities of southern resources and of the generous manner in which na 
ture and Providence abet their cause through geographical, climatic and 
other advantages. But—and the testimony of every southerner of ordinary 
perception confirms the statement—thus far the surface of things possible 
has barely been scratched. 

It is the privilege and duty of the south to fit himself and her sons for 
the larger era which, with the extraordinary commercial activity of today 
and the surer grip we have gained on our potentialities, is now opening be- 
fore us in ail its amazing suggestion. 

An indispensable accessory to this new era and one which will solve its 
problems and quicken its development as will no other medium, is that of 
technical education. We speak of technical education, moreover, in the 
broader sense that includes training a boy to supervise a cotton mill, man. 
age properly and profitably a plantation, harness the water powers of his 
state to machinery, preserve and reclaim te invaluable forest assets of his 
country, discover new ways and improve old ways of utilizing through 
manufacture the products of the soil and the mine, meet the competition 
of his own countrymen and of foreigners in his home markets and the 
markets of the world, remove whatever there is of imperfection in our 
existing commercial and industrial systems—in brief, equipping him with 
the exact, technical knowledge required in the development of the most ver 
satile territory in the world. 

The age of haphazard, hit-and-miss, happy-go-lucky education is in tha 
past. We demand today—and particularly in the south—the precise, applied 
training which supplies strength by calling forth that quality in the scholar,

Line. The Southern and Central Were 
changed from class C to class B, and the 
Coast Line was changed from class B toe 
class Al, a new class made to fit this 
road alone. The circulars provided that 
the new rates should become effective on 
February 19, thirty days from the date 
they were issued. 

The commission, it is said, considered 
this matter very carefully before order- 
ing the reductions, and its members feel 
that they have a clear-cut proposition, 
which wili not yield to any legal attack 
that the railroads can make. 

For reasons not given no reductions
